EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—State

blown tire on the car driven by a 
Rock Island man was responsible 
for his car -veering into the path 
of the DeKalb auto and causing 
one of the worst accident in Lee 
county history. 


Lt. Delmar Templelon, chief 


of the Sterling police district, 
now says that a suspension bar 
on the right front wheel came 
loose causing the tragedy.

State police went into a detailed 


atudy of the wrecked frame and 
discovered that a nut holding the 
frame at that point had worked 
loose and suddenly dropped 
off, 


causing Uie car to swerve. The 
driver, in the early investigation, 
had stated that a tire, with ap- 
proximately 8,000 miles wear, had 
blown. State police confirmed the 
blowout but now discovered that 
it must have occurred at the point 
of impact. Checking the bolt, they 
found that the nut had worked 
loose slowly 
until only 
a few 


threads were holding it.

must hav« completed the job, they 
say.

This is a rare occurence, po- 


police said, but it stresses the 
fact that proper maintenance of 
any vehicle is vitally important. 
A maintenance check of the car 
by a competent garage mechanic 
would have revealed this fault 
long before it became a menace. 
Police have also put into their 


final report that the Rock Island 
driver was travelling about 70 or 
75 miles an hour prior to the ac- 
cident and that his vehicle was 
proceeding at a rate of 60 miles 
an hour at the point of impact.

U.S. Not Headed for 
Recession: Humphrey 
Treasury 
Boss Gives 
Assurances 


"No Reason to Fear 
Peace," He Informs 
1,000 U.S.Editors 


NEW YORK—(^—Secre- 


tary of the Treasury George 
M. Humphrey George M. 
Humphrey 
said today the 


United States is "not headed 
for depression" whether there 
is a truce in Korea or even a 
real peace. 


"There is no reason to fear 


peace," he said. 


In his first address since he took 


office in the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration, Humphrey outlined a fis- 
cal policy that called for a reduc- 
tion in taxes when governmental 
expenses "are under control." ' 


Speaks to Editors 


His address was for more than 


1,000 editors and publishers 
at- 


tending the annual luncheon of 
members of The Associated Press, 
world-wide news gathering coop- 
erative, at the Waldorf-Astoria ho- 
tel. 


"Taxes musl come down." he 


said. "It's simply a matter of tim- 
ing geared to reduction of expense. 
Both ar« too high and both must 
be reduced. 


"The reduction of taxes, more- 


over, is one of the best guarantees 
we have against the fear of de- 
pression, in the event that peace 
makes possible curtailment of gov- 
ernment defense spending." 


Humphrey said any fear of a de- 


pression if defense spending is 
reduced is unjustified. He said the 
nation's industrial plant "is al- 
ready geared to increased civilian 
production." 


No Depression 


"We are not going to have a 


depression in America whether we 
have an armistice, a real peace, 
or continue to develop a proper 
and balanced posture of defense," 
he said in his prepared address. 


"There is no ret ami for a de- 


pression' unless w« fail ourselves

Three patients of Dixon 


state hospital were returned 
to the hospital Sunday after 
alarming a Polo farm wife by 
seeking admittance . to her 
home. • 


The three patients, who appar- 


ently spent Saturday night in a 
car owned by Mr. and Mrs. Carl 
Stoner, whose farm is about 2 
miles east of Polo on the Pines 
blacktop, were overtaken by Polo 
police and firemen called to the 
Stoner farm about 10:30 a. m. Sun- 
day. 


Mrs. Stoner discovered their pres- 


ence at the farm while only her in- 
fant child was with her in the 
home. 


She said that while busy in the 


house about 10 o'clock she looked 
toward a window to find one o 
the three men looking through it 
She said she also caught glimps* 
of another walking toward the 
back door. 


She rushed to the door, bolted 


it and telephoned a neighbor, Rob 
ert Johnson. 
While Johnson was 


on his way to the 
farm,

Stone said she became frantic as 
the 
men tried to force 
entrj 


through the bolted door.

FREEDOM VILLAGE, Korea—lift— Allied soldiers freed today by 


the Communists brought with them fears acquired during captivity. 


On the surface the men appeared well. There were few litter cases 


among the 50 United Nations returnees. 


Many had amazingly minor ail- 


ments and some wondered why 
they had been selected when more 
seriously wounded men remained 
behind — perhaps to come south 
later and perhaps not. 


Their burdens were starkly out- 


lined more by what was left unsaid 
than by Ihe returning prisoners' 
statements to newsmen. One man 
was near tears with happiness a 
seeing free Americans again. Bu 
when he was asked if he felt an; 
bitterness toward the men wh 
leld him prisoner for more than 
wo years he would say only: 


"I 
would rather not 
answe 


hat."

Only a small handful were out' 


spoken in their criticism of the 
Reds. Kven these avoided language 
lhat might be expected of a man 
turned bitter by long months of 
captivity in an unfamiliar land. 


Not Jubilant 


At the exchange point of Pan- 


munjom, wheie the Communists 
were still present, there was litlle, 
jubilation. The men were handed 
over quietly for the most part and 
boarded thp ambulances smiling 
but not laughing. At Freedom Vil- 
lage, with the Communists far be- 
hind, some men emerged from the 
ambulances with laughter, broad 
smiles and obvious joy nt being 
home. Of the 30 Americans, more 
than 20 consented to be inter- 
viewed. 
They had the oplion iOf 


keeping quiet. This was an indica- 
tion that the men had something to 
say and wanted to talk. 


None displayed obvious leaning 


toward Communism. Yet almost 
all told of Communist indoctrina- 
tion classes and lectures thai they 
believed had swayed "a few" Uni- 
ted soldiers in the Red camps. H 
appeared thsl the men wer« walk- 
ing a line between endangering 
their comrades in Red camps while 
telling of bitter experiences of im- 
piisonmeni. 


Some of the reluming prisoners 


spoke guardedly of seeing some 
Russian civilians in North Korea. 
A Turkish prisoner said one of ihe 
interpreters who gave the Turks 
indoctrination lectures was a Rus- 
sian, ^

Disabled PWs 
In Good Shape 
Officer Says 


FREEDOM VILLAGE, Korea Itf) 


—The commander of the army 
hospital which first took care of 
today's 50 disabled United Nations 
prisoners said they aH "seemed to 
be in very good condition." 


Lt. Col. Charles Hollingsworth 


of Chicknsha, Okla., said the re- 
turned POWs showed no serious 
illness. 


All .10 left the hospital by train 


or helicopter early this afternoon 
on the way home to the United 
States and Allied nations. 


He said about 75 per cent of the 


returned prisoners were suffering 
from tuberculosis or dietary ail- 
ments. There were also cases of 
old frostbite and amputations. 


"Worst cases were one of tuber- 


culosis and one amputee of the 
right ICR," Hollingsworth said. "I 
lidn't see a single mental case."

Americans 
Laugh, Weep 
Wheh Freed 


First Exchange.of 
Disabled Warriors 
Is Dramatic Scene

PANMUNJOM, Korea, UP) 


—One hundred disabled Al- 
lied war prisoners, some 
weeping silently, came down 
Freedom Road today in an 
historic exchange for 500 
glum Communist sick and 
wounded-of the Korean war. 


The trade, first clear break in 


long-deadlocked truce talks, could 
be the prelude to an armistice in 
the 34-month-old war. The talks, 
suspended last October, resume 
Saturday. 


30 Americans 


The blue-clad Allied prisoners in- 


eluded 30 Americans, 12 British, 
50 South Koreans, 4 Turks and 1 
each" from .Canada, South Africa, 
Greece and the Philippines. 


Another 100 return Tuesday—35 


Americans, 12 British, 3 Turks and 
50 South Koreans, the Reds said 
today. In all, 605 Allied sick and 
wounded are being traded lor 5,800 
Reds. 
<> 


Those crossing today appeared 


to be in fair health and well fed. 
None mentioned unusually harsh 
treatment in the NoAh Korean 
prison camps, where some had 
been since 1950, the first year of 
the war. But one officer said treat- 
ment was "unbelievably poor" be- 
fore the truce negotiations began, 
then picked up materially. 


Four came back on stretchers; 


others walked or 
hobbled on 


crutches. 


It was a solemn, dramatic seen* 


as the sun burst through clouded 
skies in midmorning. 


Grin and Weep 


The returning prisoners grinned 


or wept or remained stolid, each 
man to his own feelings. 


Sounds of battle from a nearby 


fight echoed over this ancient vil- 
lage. 


Many said the Reds tried to win 


them to communism, but there was 
no outward indication of success. 


One prisoner said "they showed 


us photos" on germ warfare. Red 
charges that the U.N. forces used 
germ warfare have been vigorous- 
ly denied by the United Nations 
command and Washington. 


"Some believed it," added an- 


other. 


Cpl. Kenyon Wagner of Detroit, 


Mich., a tuberculosis patient, said 
Allied soldiers were "exposed to 
Communist literature and study 
was encouraged." 


Asked if any had turned Com- 


munist, Wagner replied: "I could 
not say." 


Given "Works" 


Wagner said he was given "the 


whole works" in medical treat- 
ment including modern drugs. He 
said one of the Red doctors was 
trained in Detroit. 


Pfc. Almond L. Nolan of Rex- 


ville, N. Y., a captive since De- 
cember. 1950, said: 


"Treatment up there wasn't too 


bad ... I believe we got the best 
they could do although the first 
winter was pretty rough." 


Some prisoners said they had 


seen Russians in North Korea, but 
olhers said Ihey had seen none. 
' 


"We saw plenty of girls," said 


another. 


Fiom Panmunjom the prisoners 


were rushed by helicopter and am- 
bulance to Munsan's "Freedom 
Village" for medical care and in- 
terviews. Then on to a hospital at 
Seoul. 


The Allied men came down from 


their North Korean prison camps 
in tiucks. Russian jeeps and am- 
bulances. The Heds were moved 
up from South Korea by train to 
Munsan and then here "in ambu- 
lances.

Let's Hope West's Defenses Hold 


Under Peace Barrage 


The peace offensive of the Russians has been raging for 


sorce weeks now, and top American leaders still are showing 
a healthy skepticism about it. 


This attitude contradicts plainly any notion that we 


have learned nothing from our painful dealings with the 
Kremlin. 
President Eisenhower, Senator Taft and Senator Wiley 


all have publicly declared that the West dare not be lulled 
into lowering its guard. They show no disposition to favor 
more than fat-trimming reductions in defense spending un- 
less and until the Soviet Union puts far more on the line 
than it has so far in its peace moves. 


Our statesmen, and others in the West,' too, recognize 


that "peace" is just another word of combat to the Russians. 


Besides believing that the new "Malenkov regime may 


need a breather for internal purposes, western leaders feel 
th Kremlin may be trying to slow us down defensewise while 
the Communists build up their power. 


This could hold for the immediate battlefield situation 


in Korea and Indo-China, and it could hold as well for such 
things as augmenting the Russians' stockpile of atomic 
bombs. 


It does not really matter what specific combination of 


purposes Moscow has. The important thing is tha£ we do 


, not accept their smiling overtures at face value, that we insist 
on maintaining our defense programs and the vital machin- 
ery of NATO and other international arrangements. 


The danger of weakening on this front, however, is not 


yet at its peak. Peace maneuvers find many average citizens 
especially among the nations of western Europe, all too ready 
to buy the whole package. 


If Russia should now go the full way for a Korean truce 


and then propose a general Far Eastern settlement, a reopen- 
ing of the Austrian treaty issue and a pact for a united Ger-

many, the urge toward 
would be powerful. 
a relaxation of western vigilance 


For the sake of our freedom, we must hope that such a 


peace barrage will find our leaders no less skeptical than 
they are today. But it will not be easy for them to resist 
the clamor of those who feel that a warm smile from the 
Kremlin is the signal for us to get back to the ball park. 


Stubbornness His Career 


Premier Mossadegh of Iran, who apparently never gets 


out of bed except to get into another one, has surprised no- 
body at all by rejecting another British offer for settelment 
of the long-standing oil dispute. 


It seems pretty unlikely that Mossadegh ever will find 


a British proposal palatable. Why should he? He has 
founded a successful career on opposition to Britain. It is 
his stock in trade. Without it he'd have nothing left but 
those well-worn pajamas, which he has practically elevated 
to the status of a uniform. 


Mossadegh is plainly confident he soon will be able to 


market Iranian oil without British approval, so he feels no 
compulsion to abandon his politically rewarding stubbornness. 


But to the outsider it still looks like quite a contest— 


whether Iranian oil will find a world market before the tot- 
tering Iranian economy crumbles.

selves rather than their doctors 
have made to the advancement of 
medical knowledge. Too often, the 
patient has been more or less for- 
gotten and only the scientist or doc- 
tor remembered. 


Probably the most celebrated of 


all patients was Alexis St. Martin, 
who contributed—at times most un- 
willingly—to the modem knowledge 
of how the stomach behaves. 


Young Alexis, when 19 years 


old, was shot in the abdomen at 
close range on June 6. 1822. 
He 


recovered from this accident but 
it left him with his stomach ex- 
posed to view. 


Dr. William Beaumont, a Uni- 


ted States Army surgeon, ob- 
served the processes of digestion 
in Alexis St. Martin's stomach 
over a period of years. 


The patient was extraordinary 


ly elusive, disappearing at fre- 
quw; 


was lost entirely for over 10 years. 
Alexis St. Martin, in spite of this 
hole in his stomach, lived until the 
ripe old age of 83. 


Another American patient whose 


service to medical' science is not 
generally known was Mrs. Jane 
Tocld Crawford, on whom Dr. Eph- 
raim McDowell performed the first 
ovariotomy, which is an operation 
for the removal of a cyst or tumor 
of the ovary. 


From her remote farmhouse in 


the wilds of Kentucky she went on 
horseback to the town of Danville, 
where 
the operation was per- 


formed, in December, 180£>. 
At 


that time neither doctor nor patient 
recognized the importance of the 
operation to coming generations. 


Another example is Isambard 


Brunei, a distinguished engineer. 
HE SWALLOWED COIN 


In 1843. Brunei was entertaining 


some children by pretending to 
pass a coin from his ear into his 
mouth when he accidently inhaled 
the coin. This was followed by an 
attack of choking and coughing and 
the patient could feel the coin move 
in his windpipe when he coughed 
or bent forward. 


Attempts vto remove the coin 


failed on several occasions, but 
some six weeks after the accident 
Brunei supervised the construction 
of a table which could be moved 
into the upright position. H« hid 
himself strapped to this table, 
turned upside down and shaken. 


After a few coughs he heard what 


he called the delightful muale of 
the coin clinking against his teeth.

It is clear to North that the 
combined count is at least 26 
points and ft.1 most 28 points, which 
is enough for game but not enough 
for a slam. 


When West opens the king 01 


clubs, South must win with the ace 
in order to be sure that dummy' 
jack will provide a second stopper 
m the suit. South counts his tricks 
and discovers that he will be able 
to win three spades and two clubs 
and that he therefore needs four 
tricks in the red suits. 


Since neither red suit can pos- 


sibly provide more 
than 
three 


tricks, South realizes that he must 
tackle both suits. It is vital for 
South to begin with the hearts be- 
cause this will -give the opponents 
a better chance to make the mis- 
take that South needs. 


South must therefore lead a 


spade to dummy's queen and re 
turn a low heart from dummy. 
If East is an average player, he 
will play a low heart in the hope 
that South will misguees a finesse 
or stub his toe in some other way.

Haviland is 
now being made in the United 
States by his descendants.

A little Spanish speaking mother 


in New York who had prayed for 
hours at her church said softly: 


"My prayers have been answer- 


ed and so soon." 


She was happy and thankful that 


her son had been freed from the 
Communist prison camps andvwas 
coming home from Korea. 
'A youthful wife in Hereford, Tex- 


as, almost shouted her joy: 


"Oh boy, oh boy am I happy." 
Her husband was one of the 30 


prisoners freed Monday by the 
Reds, too. She was especially hap- 
py because her husband would get 
to see his 2-year-old daughter for 
the first time. 


Common Reaction 


In all the homes of the lucky 


30 Americans who were 
freed 


there 
was happy thanksgiving. 


Some were the humblest; others 
in the fashionable suburbs. From 
all came a common response: 


Soon we will see our loved ones. 
But for many there was bitter 


disappointment and more anguish- 
ed waiting. Thousands of relatives 
and friends of the more than 1200 
prisoners of war in Red camps had 
watched television programs and 
listened to the radio. Their hopes 
were dashed for the time being, at 
l|ast. 
•Some 90 more Americans are to 
b| returned by the Communists in 
the historic exchange at Freedom 
Village in Korea within the next 
10 days. 


Take New Hope 


TFrom all over the nation came 
stories of aging, greying mothers 
vtho took new hope when they 
heard their sons had been released 
and would come home. For them 
the months and years of waiting 
h|d been long and trying. 


-Probably the most dramatic of 
all was Mrs. Inocencio Medina, 52- 
year-old Puerto Rican born woman 
who lives in New York's Bronx. 
She went not to her radio to listen 
bat to her church to pray that her 
boy might be sent home. After 
hours in prayer she returned to 
find her prayers answered and a 
joyful, shouting celebration in her 
home. The son, Pfc. Raymond Me- 
dina, 26, enlisted in Puerto Rico, 
although he is American born. He 
was reported a prisoner 28 months

• WASHINGTON— <tf—A constant 
theme runs through the foreign 
policy statements of the Eisen- 
hower administration: The libera- 
tion and independence of the sa- 
tellite peoples.

can be done so long as the Rus- 
sians don't want it.

At this time, it would seem the I 


most this country could do is hope 
for the eventual freedom, some- 
how, of the peoples taken over by 
the Russians. 
Perhaps the best 


hope is that they will break away, 
as Tito did in Yugoslavia. 


No one seriously 
expects the 


Russians 
to 
tell 
this country: 


You're right. These people should 


be free to choose their own form 
of government. Come on in and 
supervise election so they will be 
fully free and above board." 


The Russians had quite a stake 


in the first place in forcing Com- 
munism down the throats of the 
people on its western frontier: 


1. It gave them more land and 


resources and more people to sup- 
ply more troops in case of war 
with the West.

C. It gave Russia a wide buffer 


zone in case of war. Any land 
fighting would be done over the 
dead bodies of the satellites before 
an 
inch of Russian soil 
was 


reached.
